For Vince Vaughn, overnight success 
has been a long time coming. Yet he’s 
now being hailed as the coolest thing 
to hit Hollywood since James Dean. 
Although it was the 1996 surprise 
smash film Swingers about LA 
nightlife, that really put him on the 
map, Vaughn had been making the 
Tinseltown rounds for years. 





Born on 28 March 1970, he grew 
up in the Minnesota and Illinois 
heartlands. It was only after trying his 
hand at comedy improvization in 
Chicago that the idea of acting 
occurred to him. He clinched a major 
tv commercial in 1989 then told his 
family, ‘I'm not going to college, I'm 
going to LA!’ 


However once there, he soon 
realized that instant fame was just 
another Hollywood illusion, and was 
consigned to a series of forgettable tv 
cameos. When his big-screen debut 
finally came in the 1993 American 
football drama Rudy, he was 
devastated to find that most of his 
scenes were cut and he wasn't even 
invited to the premiere! 

But, when fellow Rudy cast 
member Jon Favreau started to write 
the low-budget Swingers, he 
remembered Vaughn. And the rest, as 
they say, is history. 

Dubbed the Prince Of The Cocktail 
Nation, his intoxicating mix of suave 
good looks and magnetic screen 
presence was soon spotted by Steven 
Spielberg, who cast Vaughn in his 
Jurassic Park sequel, The Lost World. 

Now Vaughn's very hot with lots 
of film projects coming his way. 

He'll be a serial killer in Clay Pigeons, 
a struggling young lawyer in A Cool, 
Dry Place and Anne Heche's leading 
man in Force Majeure. He will also 
reunite with Favreau to co-write, co- 
direct and co-star in a new western, 
tentatively-titled The Marshal Of 
Revelation.

The Replacement Killers

To woo or not to woo, that was the 
question seemingly posed by 
Antoine Fuqua in his directorial 
debut, The Replacement Killers. His 
fast-moving action film pays homage 
to the balletic gun choreography of 
John Woo's movies. In fact, the great 
man himself oversees the film as 
executive producer. 

The opening pulls viewers into an 
ambiguous Chinatown, so murky and 
non-descript that it could be located 
virtually in any major city. John Lee, 
played by the charismatic Asian film 
veteran, Chow Yun-Fat, is a slick 
assassin — so smooth and fearless it 
hurts — who appears at first to be a 
cold, calculating killer. However, the 
real villain soon emerges as the 
powerful Mr Wei, who has his

Director Jim Sheridan and frequent 
collaborator Daniel Day-Lewis put on

Ireland. Day-Lewis plays Danny Flynn, 
a paramilitary member imprisoned 
for 14 years for his IRA activities. 
Once released, he pushes the past 
out of his mind and concentrates his 
efforts into his long-time love of 
boxing, and sets up a club with former 
coach Ike Weir (Ken Scott). This film 
is a powerful and intelligent drama so 
abundant in tension that it will grip 
you from beginning to end — a quality 
that Sheridan managed successfully 











in his last film, In The Name Of The 
Father (1993). The film also 
dedicates a majority of its running 
time to the relationship between 
Flynn and his former girlfriend, 
Maggie (Emily Woolf), whose father 
is the head of the IRA. This inevitably 
pulls Flynn into a spiral of political 
disruption. Strong performances by 
all involved, but it is Day-Lewis that 
pulls the best punches, convincingly 
portraying his character's frustration 
and affliction. Some of the realism 
probably comes from his spending 
three years in training with Irish 
boxing champion Barry McGuigan. 
It's about time we saw a film which 
differs from the usual Hollywood glitz.

Musketeers, the heroic trio 
decide it's time for action. 
They reunite for a final 
adventure to save France 
and discover the mystery of 
the man in the iron mask. 
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At just 23 years old, Leonardo DiCaprio is seriously 
hot stuff. Everyone wants a piece of him — some 
more literally than others — and these days, his 
name on a cast list almost guarantees a movie's 
success. 

What started with William Shakespeare’s Romeo 
And Juliet (1997) seems to have erupted with 
Titanic, which took him straight to the top of the 
Hollywood A-list. Yet it’s sometimes overlooked that 
he's been in the industry since he was just 14, and 
earned both Oscar and Golden Globe nominations 
in 1993 for his role in What's Eating Gilbert Grape? 
However, the recent global attention, the non-stop 
movie-making, press calls, and premieres have 
DiCaprio wanting to take a break. | guess he can 
afford it! 

After spending nearly six months knee-deep in 
water filming Titanic, DiCaprio went straight into The 
Man In The Iron Mask. With swashbuckling action 
and acting heavyweights John Malkovich, Gerard 
Depardieu, Jeremy Irons and Gabriel Byrne, the film 





looked too good to turn down. Yet it must have 
seemed rather daunting for young DiCaprio to work 
with these established actors. He admits, ‘I was 
expecting the worst, because you have all these 
world-class actors who have been nominated for 
Oscars and are all highly acclaimed... But as soon as 
we got there, it was a totally relaxed environment, 
which | didn’t expect. All of them just joke around 
constantly like schoolboys.’ 


The villain and the hero 


Even so, this film took some serious acting. 
Seasoned performer Byrne, who played the 
Musketeers’ comrade d’Artagnan, somewhat envied 
DiCaprio’s dual roles in the film, and says, ‘He plays 
a dream role. He gets to be the villain and the hero 
in the same movie.’ 

Playing both the evil King Louis XIV and Philippe, 
he man in the iron mask, meant lessons in 17th- 
century etiquette for DiCaprio. And the character 
Philippe posed another challenge — wearing that 
mask. ‘It definitely gets claustrophobic, and within 
10 minutes of being in there, | could almost bash 
my head against a wall with frustration,’ he says. 





How to be a musketeer 


On the other hand, DiCaprio clearly enjoyed 
mastering swordsmanship for the film. ‘The sword 
fighting was great. | got to stand in a field and battle 
with big Johnny Malkovich.’ 

For Irons and Malkovich who play Musketeers 
Aramis and Athos, it was just a case of renewing old 
skills. Malkovich used a sword in other films such as 
Dangerous Liaisons (1988). Irons, who also had 
previous experience, says, ‘I'd done some sword 
fighting a very long time ago. It's always nice to 
practice a skill again.’ 


Byrne reckons that d’Artagnan’s outstanding 
reputation as an adept swordsman meant he didn't 
actually have to do a lot of sword fighting. ‘It’s just 
enough to show, in one or two very succinct 
movements, what he is capable of...’ 


The masked man 


The real ‘man in the iron mask’ — his identity is still 
unknown — was arrested in 1669 with prison 
records documenting his death in 1703. The 
reason for the mask is probably the biggest clue to 
his identity. It was an age before mass media, when 
most communication was by word of mouth. 
Whoever wore the mask must have been extremely 
well-known, or resemble someone notable, 
otherwise why conceal his face? 

Alexandre Dumas believed the masked man was 
the twin brother of King Louis XIV, imprisoned to 
avoid confusion over succession to the throne. He 
penned this theory in his novel The Man In The Iron 
Mask (1850) on which this film is based. 

There are plenty of other speculations. Some say 
that the masked man was Moliére, the famous 
playwright, who lost favour with the court. However 
Moliére was a consumptive; for him to have died in 
1703 would have meant he lived until the age of 83. 
Perhaps it was a servant who overheard too much, 
but in a time when statesmen were killed for only 
minor indiscretions, such a prisoner was unlikely to 
have been kept alive. Other theories suggest he was 
an illegitimate son of King Louis XIII, or the Queen's 
lover. Many names have arisen over the years to fit 
the mask, but whoever he was, his story will never 
cease to fascinate and inspire, since he rightly or 
wrongly stands for all silent victims of tyranny.

They're doing it on the road, in 
the air, in hotels ‘til all hours. 
Actually, they're doing it just 
about anywhere. Whether it is 
putting together a last-minute 
presentation or updating a digital 
address book, today’s hippest 
technology buffs are taking 
notebooks PCs, portable diaries 
and palmtops wherever they go. 
Rob Beattie looks at the best in 
travel technology 


Technology has progressed by leaps and bounds 
since the days when computers were bulky, ugly, 
slow and office-only pieces of equipment. Even just 
a few years ago, portable PCs were unable to 
survive very far from the electricity supply, had low- 
quality screens, horrid keyboards, and pea-like 
processing power. 

These days, notebook PCs are sexy little things. 
They can run all the popular software programs, 
send faxes, browse the Internet, send and receive 
e-mail with binary attachments such as audio files 
and images, and can run for hours without so much 
as a sniff of an electrical socket. Many of the large 
computer companies offer Mobile Pentium-based 
notebook PCs with multi-gigabyte drives capable of 
storing millions of documents and 24xspeed CD- 
ROM drives which can run multimedia 
encyclopaedias, travel guides, language tutors, 


a\ 
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games and movies. And of course, you can indulge 
your listening habits as well, although those 
notebooks fitted with wavetable synthesis chips 
sound more realistic than those with older, FM 
chips. And it's only getting better; Apple recently 
announced notebooks with a DVD (digital versatile 
disc) option which is capable of storing many times 
more than a traditional CD-ROM. 

Screen technology has also gone for the sleek 
and slinky look, having settled around the TFT (thin 
film transistor) standard, which is able to support up 
to 1024x768 pixels with amazing clarity. The 
ramifications are astounding — you can reproduce 
animated graphics and video clips whether they're 
stored on the local hard disk, or being viewed from 
a Shockwave-enhanced web site. 

Nowadays, all notebooks come with PC card slots 
which let you plug into the telephone network and 
communicate via a modem (56Kbps is the 
standard here) or hook into the office network. But 
look out for multifunction cards. Xircom, for 
example, makes a versatile PC card which can 
connect not just to the phone system, but to 
Ethernet-based office networks. And as for battery 
life, notebooks powered by lithium ion batteries are 
often better than nickel metal hydride (NiMH) ones 
which, however, are cheaper. 

The software has become more sophisticated 
too. How's this for a scenario? You're on your way to 
a marketing presentation. On the plane, using Word 
you prepare a fax to your hosts to remind them 
about the Sharp projector you need. At the hotel, 
you recharge your notebook, hook into the hotel 
phone socket with your Xircom PC card, start the 
Netscape Navigator and collect your e-mail. There's

a message from the office that explains that there is 
a mistake with the figures you were all set to use. 
You note the revisions and then make the changes 
to your presentation (which will include video 
footage and sound effects) using Microsoft 
PowerPoint. Finally, you send your two faxes with J- 
FAX software. Arriving at the venue the next day, you 
plug into their office network and print out your 
revised notes, then attach your notebook PC to the 
projector and give the presentation straight from 
that. Easy. 

However, portable computing doesn't stop with 
notebook PCs. There's also a range of palmtop 
computers which go way beyond digital diaries. 
One of the better ones on the market at the 
moment is the Hewlett Packard 620LX which runs 
‘pocket’ versions of Microsoft Windows (CE- 
version), Word, Excel and Internet Explorer. Like 
other CE-based palmtops, it opens like a book to 
reveal a screen and miniature typewriter-style 
keyboard. But unlike most, it also has a colour 
screen. Psion produces a rival to these CE machines 

















called the Series 5, which has its own powerful 
word processor and spreadsheet, probably the best 
appointments diary, and an excellent keyboard. If 
you're a true trekkie, modern ones also include 
infra-red ports which allow their owners to 
electronically ‘beam’ information to each 
other. If you think even smaller is better, 
there's 3Com’s PalmPilot organizer. This 








literally fits in a shirt pocket. That's because it 
doesn't have a keyboard. Instead, the tiny device 
which is about the size of a deck of playing cards, 
lets you ‘write’ on the screen using a plastic pen. 
The PalmPilot then coverts this into editable text 
which you can transfer to a PC back in the office to 
tidy up in a word processor. 

And for the minimalist, there’s the Rolodex Rex 
PC Companion. The size of a credit card and only 
twice as thick, this is the last word in portable diaries 
and address books. You type in all the information 
ona PC, plug in Rex (either on its own docking 
station or a standard PC card slot) and everything 
gets copied across. It's just a reference tool — there's 
no keyboard or pen — but it has a small, highly 
readable screen, and to fit all that technology into 
something the size of a credit card is extraordinary. 
Just don't get it confused with your Visa or 
MasterCard!

Oasis have hit the US — the lights go down and the 
fans are at the ready. Five silhouettes emerge from 
the back of the stage. The audience is whipped into 
a frenzy as the quintet known as Cornershop, the 
supporting act for the night, perform the strangely- 
titled Brimful Of Asha, a homage to Bollywood 
movie star Asha Bhosle. The year is 1998, the 
month is January, and things are looking up for the 
founding members of Cornershop, Tjinder Singh 
and Ben Ayres. 

But things weren't always as easy as this. Let's 
rewind to the summer of 1992 when a small band 
called General Havoc literally wreaked havoc in the 
UK as one of the most inept bands of their 
generation. Even after changing their name to 
Cornershop and signing up with Wiija Records, 
things didn’t get much better. One of Wiija’s 
promoters cheekily went so far as to say that 


‘It’s 1998 and 
things are 
looking up’ 
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Cornershop were by far the worst band he had 
booked in years. Not the best of starts for a band 
who were one day to sink the Titanic by knocking 
Celine Dion off the UK number one slot. 

By January 1993 Cornershop released their first 
single, In The Days Of Ford Cortina, which blended 
soothing melodies of the East with the grinding 
musical crunch of the West, creating an eclectic 
fusion of mind-spinning instrumentals. This mixture 
of sitar, flute and electric guitar was so unique that 
more gigs and some press interest followed and 
they released their next two EP’s — Lock Stock & 
Double-Barrel and Readers’ Wives. Their 
subsequent European tour is now legendary — 
Tjinder, his brother Avtar, Ben and two other band 
members travelled from country to country in an 
ice-cream van. 

After their relatively successful tour, they quickly 
released their debut album, Hold On It Hurts, an 
idiosyncratic mix of Punjabi folk, 1960's funk, and 
hip-hop — a style which reflects Tjinder’s and Avtar's 
Anglo-Asian roots. But the album was panned by 
the critics back home and Cornershop took to their 
ice-cream van to seek refuge on the European 
continent once again. 

In 1995 after a lot of touring, some financial 
problems and a few disagreements, Avtar left the 
band to pursue a career in clothing design. 
Undeterred, the band released their second album, 
Woman's Gotta Have It, which triumphantly 
demonstrated the potential of Cornershop's 
imaginative approach to making music. The album 
was a success internationally and they got to play in 
New York's Central Park and various other US 
venues with the likes of Los Lobos, Stereolab and 
Porno For Pyros. 

As touring came to an end, Cornershop settled 
back in the UK to record their next album, When / 
Was Born For The 7th Time. And reborn they were 
as the album received enormous international 





praise. Since then everything they touch turns to 
gold; their single Brimful Of Asha was a mega-hit in 
Europe, rock giants Oasis signed them up as a 
support band for their US tour, they were presented 
with LP Of The Year by US Spin magazine, and 
Rolling Stone awarded them a four-star album 
review — a rare achievement. Wiping their rocky past 
from their minds, vocalist/guitarist Singh, guitarist 
Ayres and fellow band members Nick Simms 
(drums), Anthony Saffery (sitar) and Peter Bengry 
(percussion) are delighted with their slow rise to 
stardom. Let us hope that they go on producing 
wise and inventive music for years to come. And if 
that fails, there's always selling ice-cream in Europe...

Shocking behaviour 


As with every game, soccer has 
its so-called ‘bad boys’ - those 
players that cause penalties, 
make questionable plays, and 
ultimately give rise to heated 
commentary and debate. As 
some of these athletes head 

to the World Cup in France, 
David Pritchard finds out 
what incorrigible behaviour 
they‘ve been up to 


The hand of god moves in mysterious ways. One of 
the best examples of questionable plays was 
Argentina versus England in the quarter-finals of the 
World Cup in Mexico in 1986. The game was 
scoreless when Steve Hodge hooked the ball back 
to his goalkeeper, Peter Shilton. The England keeper 
came out to collect the pass only to be beaten to 
the ball by the Argentinian striker, Diego Maradona. 
Two bounces later and the ball was in the net, 
Maradona was celebrating and England was furious. 
How had the diminutive striker managed to beat a 
massive goalkeeper to the high ball? After the game, 
which Argentina won 2-1, Maradona would admit 
no wrongdoing; he explained that the controversial 
goal was due to ‘the hand of god’ and no more. 

The mercurial soccer superstar was no stranger 
to World Cup controversy. Although Maradona was 
considered too young to be selected for the 
victorious Argentinian squad in 1978, he left his 
mark on the 1982 tournament. Frustrated by the 
persistent Brazilian defence, Maradona lashed out, 
was sent off and Argentina's defence of their trophy 
was at an end. 

While Maradona’s performances gave the world 
plenty to discuss and debate, the World Cup finals 
in France this summer are sure to provide a number 
of questionable plays and players. Some of soccer's 





so-called troublemakers will be on the pitch and 
who knows what antics they, or their team, might 
get up to. 

To start, there's Cameroon, nicknamed the 
‘Indomitable Lions’. This is the team that in 1990 
took on Argentina's star player, the Flying Caniggia. 
Cameroon players surrounded him, making reckless 
limb-threatening assaults. But the Lions could be 
muscled out of the World Cup this year by a 
combination of Bulgaria and Croatia. 

Both these Balkan sides have highly-motivated 
captains. Hristo Stoichkov of Bulgaria has had plenty 
of cards from the Spanish Referees’ Association, but 
after stomping on one member's foot, Christmas 
cards were not among them. His Croatian 
counterpart, Zvonimir Boban became a legend, 
although not for his performance in a Yugoslavian 
league game. He took on a Serbian policeman who 
seemed to be stretching his authority too far over 
the Croatian fans. 

Pandering to supporters is not necessarily a part 
of Stefan Effenberg’s expertise. The German 
midfield player was the driving force in his country's 
1994 World Cup bid in the US. This is the man 
whose favourite means of relaxation is ‘to sit down 
with a glass of white wine and a video of my 
performance. | cannot believe how well | play.’

However, German fans begged to differ and their 
chorus of disapproval was met with a rather 
offensive hand gesture from Effenberg. This got him 
banned from the rest of the tournament and he has 
not represented his country since. 

This shouldn't be a problem for Alessandro 
Costacurta. The defender for AC Milan Central is 
one of the best and a regular in the Italian line-up. 
Unless he's suspended of course. In 1994, FIFA’s 
(Federation Internationale de Football Association) 
strict disciplinary procedures on penalties led to 
Costacurta missing both the European Cup final and 
the World Cup final. 

Whatever the technicalities surrounding 
professional fouls, Saudi Arabia's midfield star Said 
Owiaran seems to have fallen foul of his country’s 
moral code. For reasons which remain shrouded in 
mystery and seem to have something to do with his 
private life, he will not be performing in France this 
year. Maybe it's for the same reason Romanian 
striker Marius Lacatus was reprimanded by his team 
— he was caught smoking during a training session 
in 1990! 

Some Argentinian players may not make it to 
France ‘98 because of their grooming habits. Their 
coach is Daniel Passarella, who captained Argentina 
to a 1978 World Cup victory with a team that 
included the strikers Luque and Kempes, both of 
whom had hair long enough to qualify for entry 
into a heavy-metal rock band. But now that 
Passarella is in charge, he has decreed that he will 
not select players with long hair or earrings. In a 
move that sent shudders through teenagers the 
world over, Gabriel Batistuta and Redondo were 
told to cut their hair if they wanted to play for 
their country. 

An experienced player like Passarella should 
know that there will be a lot worse behaviour at 
France's World Cup than a bit of headbanging. 
Unless it's forehead to forehead, of course.
